A TKIIH.-XK representative visited San 


Jose on Saturday, and having a leisure 
hour or two after completing his busi- 
ness, gratified his curiosity by looking 
at the redoubtable knight of the road, 
Tiburcio Vasquez, now confined in the 
Santa Clara Jail awaiting trial on the in- 
dictments charging him with the murders 
at Suyder's store, Tres Pinos. 
ITnder- 


Sheriff T. 
C. Vi'inchcll courteously 


granted the necessary permission, and 
accompanying the reporter to the jail, 
introduced him- to the terrible Vasquez 
and locked him in with tlie cheerful ex- 
bandit. Vasquez is a natty little fellow, 
neatly built, intelligent looking, and

man, 
and 
in 
conver- 


atiou with strangers 
is excessively 


polite, smiling and aft'able. He is pro- 
bably one of those "fella's" who can 
"smile and smile, and be a" — bandit. 
He responded without hesitation to the 
questions asked him hi regard to his 
career of. crime, but insisted that he 
had never committed any murders, and 
that he can prove to the world by indis- 
putable testimony that he was not at 
Tres Pinos when the murders were com- 
mitted for which he stands indicted. 


His cell is very neatly kept, and he 


says the prison fare is good, and that he 
is kindly treated by Mr. Curtiss, the 
jailor, and iu fact by all the officers there 
who have anything to do with him, al- 
though tho strictest care is taken to 
prevent any secret 
communications 


between himself and friends. He has 
received a large amount of money since 
liis capture, raised by subscriptions 
among his friends, and a good deal has 
been, contributed by those among his 
own race who fear him. There are some 
against whom he might make damaging 
revelations if he choose, and this class 
are "coming clown" pretty freely. 
Vasquez' lawyers, will doubtless make a 
paying thing of it. 


He was very particular to say that the 


report published in the newspapers, 
which represented him as saying that he 
knew every move of Sheriff Morse's 
party, and that he was often around his 
camp, and in fact that he had the Morse 
party under constant suryeilance, was 
incorrect. He says he never made any 
such statement, and that -whoever report- 
ed it had misunderstood him or pur- 
posely misrepresented what''he said. 
The:only time he thought he saw the 
Morse party was when he was crossing 
Virgin Mountain in Los Angeles county. 
Looking southward with his glass from 
a position on the mountain, he saw an 
armed party moving East, and supposed 
it to be Morse's men, but had no means 
of determining whether it was the Morse 
or Rowland party. He got hold of news- 
papers very frequently, he says, find 
uar-aged to keep posted on the, news of 
:he day. 


His constant, study and aim, ho states, 


was to avoid any collision with those 
who were looking for him, and to avoid 
bloodshed. 
The utmost care was taken 


in selecting camping places when on the 
move. He would ride to the summit of 
some eminence whichcommamledavicw 
of the surrounding country, nnd satisfy- 
ing himself that no enemies were on his 
trail, would select a camp. After supper 
he would take his blankets and arms, 
and giving strict orders for none of his 
people to leave camp until he r sappecr- 
ecl, he would separate from his men and 
camp by himself—no one in the party 
knowing his whereabouts. 


He had so much difficulty iu restrain- 


ing the bloodthirsty disposition of some 
of his followers that it was his invaria- 
ble custom, when he had planned a rob- 
bery, to ride ahead and commence oper- 
ations himself, accepting only such as- 
sistance as he found necessary, and 
maintaining control throughout the af- 
fair. The Ires Finos ail'air seems to 
have been a singular exception to this 
rule, and it will doubtless require some 
pretty solid testimony to support his 
theory. He made it a particular point to 
treat ladies with the utmost consideration 
and to impress upon his followers the 
heinous character of the crimes of rape 
and murder. On his attention being 
called to the statement which he had 
made that he sent some of his people 
ahead at Tres Pinos, he replied, "That 
iii to. I did send Abdon Leiva and 
llomalo Gonzalcs ahead that time, and 
they reached the place and committed 
the murders two hours before my arrival. 
That is the only time when I did not 
commence operations first. Gon/alas 
is now in Snuora, Mexico, or was the 
last time I heard of him, nnd Leiva, as 
you know, is now iu jail here to appear 
against me, having turned State's evi- 
dence." 
He stated that at the time of his cap- 


ture, two of his men were hi the city of 
Los Angeles, while another, Game/., who 
murdered Constable Mettler, nearTe- 
hachepi, Kern county, about a year ago, 
was on a ranch some fifteen miles away. 
In regard to the statement made to a 
reporter of the San Francisco t.'liromrle, 
published recently in that paper, to the 
efftK't that a photographer who had ob- 
tained permission to take his negative 
under the promise of giving him 25 pel- 


cent, of the net proceeds had tricked 
him, he explained as follows: 


Shortly after the 
capture, Messrs. 


liradley & Rulofsou, of Ran Francisco, 
telegraphed to George A. Beers, the cor- 
respondent of the Ckrwid?, aud member 
of the. Rowland party, to the effect that if 
Vasquez would express to them, care- 
fully packed, a "cabinet size" negative 
of himself, they would give him 25 per 
cent, of the net proceeds. That he con- 
sented to the arrangement, and the. Sher- 
iff allowed "\Volfeusteiii, a Los Angeles 
artist, to set Vasquez for the negative. 
On being applied to. however, by Mr. 
Beers, a day or two after, for the nega- 
tive to forward to Bradley & Enlofsou 
for the captive, the artist very cooly re- 
fused to give it up, and went to making 
and selling pictures oa his o\vn account. 
The only satisfaction the ex-bandit has 
received is this: Almost immediately 
after the dishonest transaction, Wolfen- 
stcin sold out his photograph establish- 
ment to Messrs. Tuttle & Lee, and 
started for a trip to Europe, taking iu 
San Francisco en route. He there met a 
gentleman connected with Bradley 
&• 


Kulofson's gallery, who took him to task 
for his meanness, and not getting a sat- 
isfactory explanation or apology, put a 
horrible head on the traveler, who start- 
ed across the continent with a phisog. 
that looked like n, ease of advanced ery- 
sipelas. This manner of settling the 
case seemed to please Tiburcio highly, 
and he wants to shake hands with the 
San Francisco artist. 


Vasquez denies tying eighteen men at 


Coyote Holes station. According to his 
version the robbery was perpetrated by 
himself and Chavis alone. They wen: 
armed with revolvers and Henry rifles. 
There were half a dozen men about the 
station, and when they made their ap- 
pearance, and called on them to throw 
up their hands they all rushed into the 
house and shut the door to. Vasqnez 
sent his Lieutenant to the south side of 
the station while he went to the north, 
and they commenced firing through the 
roof of the building. They did not want 
to kill or injure any one, but just to in- 
timidate them into submission. 
After 


firing TV few shots a woman came rushing 
out of the house, and Vasquez told her 
to go in and tell those men to come out; 
that he did not wish to rob or injure 
them in any way; that he was going to 
rob the stage, and merely wanted the 
house for position—a sort of base of 
operations. 


They came sneaking out finally, and 


Vasquez ordered them to sit down side 
by side. They obeyed with two excep- 
tions. "Texas" was about half drunk, 
and drew a pistol, but before he could 
use it Vasquez shot him through the 
leg. Another attempted to run away, 
and was tied up. When the stage ar- 
rived, Vasqnez compelled the driver to 
dismount and order the passengers to 
get out and sit down several yards from 
the other captives. Meanwhile"Vasquez 
had given his rifle to Chavis, retaining 
only his pistol, which he did not have 
occasion to draw. He made a man help 
the driver to unhitch the horses, and 
another man, a Mexican and stranger, 
to break open the baggage and boxes. 
No treasure was found in Wells Fargn-'s 
box, and but very little money on the 
passengers. 
'."I had to be paid some way for my 
trouble," remarked the robber, "and so 
I went through the station men." 


Vasqnez is looking cheerful and well, 


and says he is confident of arqmttal of 
what he calls "the high crimes." impu- 
ted to him. The jail is one of thestrong- 
est in the State, and under the charge of
